CUE PHILADELPHIA LLTTEE

PHILADELPHIA, May 23rd, 1894.— 


This has been i.n eventful and disas- 
trous week in Philadelphia, the city 
having been visited by two of the 
great destroyers of men and human 
works—fire, Hood, pestilence and fam- 


ine. 
As a guard against the first. 


Philadelphia has one of the best and 
bravest forces of fire fighters, which 
is thoroughly equipped with all modern 
appliances for extinguishing flames, 
rescuing people and protecting prop- 
erty. 
The half million dollar fire on 


Sunday, which destroyed the Sichei 
and Danneubaum stores at Eighth and 
Arch streets, brought out no less than 
200 firemen and 18 steam fire engines. 
In addition to this were the hook aud 
ladder trucks, two of the four chemical 
engines, the new water tower, tbe in- 
surance patrol and all the policemen 
necessary to keep the big crowds at 


bay, keeping too curious people out of 
danger and from interfeiing with the 
work of the fire fighteis. Inside the 
ropes, too, were the patrol and ambu- 
lance wagons, ready to hurry tbe in- 
jured to hospitals, where doctors, sur- 
geons and nurses were in readiness to 
afford relief. It vas the water tower's 
first baptism. 
Tbe tower stands upun 


a truck which is run in front of a 
jurning building. It may be extended 
up 65 feet, and, fed by six steam en- 
gines, throw, in one stream, the water 
from them all. Had it not been for 
all of thesrt mpii ami applinnooo tlic 
ire of Sunday would have burned up 
millions of dollars worth of buildings 
jnd goods. 
The purpose of the tower 


s to subdue the roaring flames inside 
if a building so that the hosemen may 
•ntcr and play the water upon that 
part of the structure which most needs 
t and which most endangers adjoining 
property. 
As soon as the tongues of 


lame, which had been darting out of 
the windows, had been repulsed by 
the deluge from the tower, the fire- 
nen climbed into the upper windows, 
egardless of the dense smoke and 
weakened floors, and began the woik 
which quenched the last smoldering 
emblem. 
A big fire makes a pictur- 


esque scene. 
The bright nickel and 


polished brass of tbe endues, the flar- 
ng red of tbe trucks and hose carts, 
the blue uniforms of tbe firemen and 
jolice, relieved here and there by 
white helmets and white gum coats 
and the conspicuous yellow helmets of 
the fire patrolmen make a picture 
which theatrical managers have tiied 
in vain to reoroduce.

HOME OF THE ORANG. 


ttles Wltue*Betl ID Borneo, Wlicrc 


Animalu Aro Most Plentiful. 


The groat island of Borneo is the 


lonio of the orang, and one of tho most 
uotiocablo features of the landscape is 
;lio nests of tho oraug, which are scat- 
icrcd abnut thickly among the tall trees. 
?rom their number one might get a 
greatly exaggerated impression of the 
ileutifuluess of the species unless it 
were understood lio\v and for what pur- 
poso tkefco roosting places were con- 
structed. The apes are greatly annoyed 
ay flics, from which they are able to 
protect the front part of their bodies 
•with their bands, but they cannot keep 
the vicious insects from biting them in 
the rear, and so they gather a quantity 
of leaves and branches and make them 
into couches to repo&o against among 
tho boughs. 


A protection of this sort serves very 


well for awhile, but presently its mate- 
rial begins to decompose, and the decay- 
ing loaves attract the flies which the 
orang is so anxious to get rid of. Then 
he is obliged to make another nest of 
fresh stuff, and so ho may require a doz- 
en of them in the course of the year. 
Inasmuch as he does not take tho trouble 
to remove the old ono they remain to 
adorn tho tree top in which he swings 
about. Oraugs have a curious method 
of fighting. In their conflict among 
themselves, which are frequent, their 
effort is always to seize the fingers of 
their adversaries and bito them. 


It is owing to this method of battle 


that it is almost impossible to procure a 
skill which does not lack some of tho 
fingers. If defending itself against a 


grasp tho arms of his human opponent, 
so as to chow off his fingers. For this 
purpose its jaws are cxci'llrntly adapt- 
ed, beiug enormously powerful and 
equipped with huge incisors. 


To protect itsolf from the rain tho 


oraug crooks its arms over its head. Tho 
hair on the orang's upper arm points 
downward, tho apparent purpose being 
to shed tho rain like a thatch when the 
attitude thus described is assumed.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch,

The use uf oil in preventing boiler 


scale now t,o piovalent is met with the 
objection that in using other than stand- 
ard oil of 150 to 300 degrees fire test 
there is danger of thofoimatiou of what 
is called oil scale. This, accoidmg to 
chemical authority, is owing to the fact 
hat when tho higher fire test oils are 
utroduccd they riso and float upon the 
op of the water, and the latter, impreg- 
latod with sediment and mud, boils 
ud bubbles up through tho oil scum on 
op, and on the water becoming vapor- 
zed it liberates tho particles of mud 
uicl scale contained, which fall back 
ipou this layer of oil upon the top of 
he water. After awhile tho layer of oil 
becomes so impregnated with mineral 
ubstaucos that it sinks to the bottom 
of tho boiler, forming an incrustation, 
or oil scale, which is as injurious to the 
joiler as is tho lime or majpicsium 
scale.

Painters' pickle is used for removing 


old paint. It is useless to waste time 
and money applying good enamel paint 
over old paint, for it quickly cracks 
and grows shabby. Mix 1% pounds of 
stone potash, 1% to 2 pounds of soft 
coap and a hal f a pound of washing so- 
da together and stir into about a gal- 
lon of water. The pickle should then be 
boiled till the potash is melted. Apply 
this with a brush; then let it stand for 
several hours. The work must after- 
ward be washed thoroughly with strong, 
hot soda water, using no soap. This 
picklo may be applied equally well hot 
or cold. Great care must bo taken in 
rising the pickle, as it discolors the fin- 
ger nails and takes the color out of any- 
thing it touches.—Boston Herald.
